Chicage, Dec, 22—Twenty or more 
firemen, among whom are believed to 
be Fire Marshall James Horan, Bat- 
talion Chief William Burroughs and 


Lieutenant. Fitzgerald were killed 
when crushed beneath the heavy 
iron canopy which fell upon them 
while they were fighting fire. The 


damage is estimated at $500,000 in 
the beef house of Nelson Morris & 
Co., Forty-third and Loomis streets, 
in the stock yards early today. The 
injured number not less than forty, it 
is estimated. 

The fire, carrying with it loss of 
life, which may reach forty, started 
from an explosion. Immediately 
after the first alarm was given, the fire 
spread rapidly and in a few minutes 
it was geen that the firemen had a 
hard fight on hand. 

A genera) alarm brought Marshall 
Horan from his home on the west 
side of the city, and ag soon ag he 
reached the scene he took up the 
task of directing the men, With 
Rattalion Chief Buroughs he led line 
pipemen and truck men to the east 
entrance of the building and the 
battle Against the flames was taken 
up from beneath the heavy iron 
canopy, which hung’ menacingly 
above them,

MANY FATALITIES IN 
THE RING THIS YEAR 


Sixteen Prize Fighters Have Succumb- 
ed to Injuries Received in the Ring 
—Total List Since Jan, 1 is Unpre- 
cedented in America, 


Chicago, Dec. 21.—1in all the history 
of the prize ring, from Tom Cribs’ time 
down to the present, there has never 
been recorded in a single year any- 
thing approaching the number of 
deaths directly due to boxing contests 
that have occurred thus far this sea- 
Bon. 

The death at Presque Isle, Maine, 
last week of Billy Dunning, one of the 
few. boxers who could point to a draw 
with Jack Johnson, the world's heavy- 
weight champioon, made the sixteenth 
fatality of the prize ring in 1910 
while there are at least two other box- 
ers Row lying at death's point in hos- 
pitals, one being the veteran Andy 

aly, famous ten years ago. 

These fatalities of the prize ring 
have extended from ocean to ocean 
and as far south as Bluefields, Nicara- 
gua, where a corporal in Uncle Sam's 
service met his death in a friendly 
contest with the gloves. In the past 
two or three deaths in a season from 
boximg have been sufficient to attract 
general attention, while for many

Philadelphia, Dec. 21—Twelve fire- 
men are thought to have lost their 
lives tonight in a fire which destroyed 
the D. Freelander five-story factory. 
More than a score of others have been 
taken to the hospitals and it is esti- 
mated that at least 12 are still in. the 
ruins. Of those taken to the hospita)s, 
half a dozen have fractured skulls 
and other injuries. Their chances o1 
recovery are slight. 


The terior a Furnace. 


Half an hour after the blaze was 
discovered, the interior of the building 
was a furnace. Unable to fight the 
flames from the roof of the doomed 
structute the firemen climbed to the 
roofs of three small dwellings adjoin- 
ing. It was here that the sickening 
aceident occurred. 


Seattered about on the three amali 
structures at every vantage point were 
nearly two score of men, while cling- 
ing to their icy ladder, which was 
leaning against the south wall of the 
factory, were Patrick Carroll, Geo. 
Machinsky and John Carroll, all of 
engine No. 7. 

Not One Escaped, 

The men on the houses saw their 
dapger first and yelled a warning to 
their comrades on the ladder, but so 
sudden was the collapse of the wall 
that no one was able to escape the 
rain of bricks and twisted beams. 
With a roar, the five-storey mass 
crumbled like a block house, carrying 
death or injury to every man who a 
moment before had stood i¢e-covered 
trying to save the adjoining property. 
The scene which followed the crash 
was sickening. 

Thousands of gallons of water had 
been thrown into the burning building 
and there were at least two feet of 
icy water in the cellar. 

Groans From Blazing Ruins, 

As the wounded were removed from 
the mass of bricks, they were minis- 
tered to by priests who had rushed 
from St. Peter's German Catholic 
Church. The groans of the wounded 
could be heard coming from the ruins 
which was blazing fiercety. 

In the meantime a greater disaster 
was threatening the men who were 
buried Tn thé ruins. The north wall, 
which had remained standing, began 
to totter and fears were entertained 
that it would crash down upon both 
the buried men and those who were 
striving to save them. 


Three ‘hundred policemen were 
rushed to the scene with instructions 
to tear down the wall at all hazards, 
to prevent it from falling. The men 
who were yet beneath the mass of 
debris were despaired of almost from 
the first, as the weather is bitterly 
cold and they would be frozen to 
death before rescue can reach them.
